Setting an all time record for 
juvenile achievement in, Sierra 
Madre, children at the grammar 
and St. Rita's schools collected 
19 tons of scrap—12 and 7 tons 
respectively, during their first 
Salvage Rally here last month, 
and on Friday launched their 
second drive. 

Huge piles of junk accumulated 
during the first campaign were 
cleared away Saturday and Mon¬ 
day as trucks rolled out of the 
school yards thus made ready to 
receive the stuff brought in by 
the children and thier friends dur¬ 
ing the present drive. Officials 
were furnished a statement show¬ 
ing the amount taken from each 
school. Much of it was the solid, 
most desirable sort that is most 
needed. 

The youngsters second cam¬ 
paign got away to a good start 
as assemblies were held at the 
schools Friday when Lieut. Com. 
mander C. E. Rappolee, U. S. 
Navy, retired, and Major P. B. 
Linville, U. S. Army, retired, 
congratulated them upon the en¬ 
thusiasm with which they had en¬ 
tered into this important war ac¬ 
tivity and the success that na¬ 
turally attended their efforts. 
They had really proved them, 
selves the men and women be¬ 
hind the men at the many battle- 
fronts, the youngsters were told. 

At the grammar school Com¬ 
mander Rappolee sought to clari¬ 
fy the method of converting sal. 
vage into ships, tanks and fire¬ 
arms and said: “In putting your 
last ounce of effort into this 
drive to collect scrap you are 
helping the children of Britain 
who have to be fed, and who 
must have clothing, food and 
ipedicines shipped to them if they 
are to survive. This cannot be 
done unless we build enough 
ships to replace those which are 
being sunk, and unless we get in

Speaking to St. Rita’s pupils 
Major Linville keyed his talk to 
youthful participation in Ameri¬ 
ca's mass effort to annihilate 
forever the philosophy of the 
dictators. 

Filling in where the regular 
salvage trucks fail to make col. 
lections was designated by Maj. 
Linville as one of the first and 
most worthwhile jobs of the 
youthful salvage gatherers. He 
cited an instance of this kind, I 
saying: "During the last regular 
salvage drive there was no truck 
to pick up certain articles, but 
a boy in our neighborhood 
stepped in and in no time had ; 
the neighborhood junk problem 
cleaned up. Paid to do errands 
this youngster spends his earn¬ 
ings on Defense Bonds. This is an 
example of a true soldier and a 
real man.”

Gregor that tree and shrub re¬ 
movals which had been approved 
for them will have to be accomp¬ 
lished under their supervision and 
at their own expense. 

Home For Children 
Of Working Mothers 
May Be Established 

Increased employment of moth¬ 
ers with small children has pre¬ 
cipitated scores of inquiries about 
the possibility of establishng a lo¬ 
cal day nursery and home where 
workng mothers could leave 
young children and have older 
youngsters cared for after school 
hours. 

To crystalize the plan, Mrs. S. 
L. Bradshaw of 205 North Her- 
mosa avenue, one of the propo¬ 
nents of a Sierra Madre day 
home for children, is asking all 
interested mothers to register at 
the city hall business office by 
November 15. 

Proposed rate for child care for 
one week would be $5 for eight 
hours, including luncheon and 
mid-morning or afternoon re. 
freshment. However no definite 
plans have been worked out as 
yet and probably could be estab¬ 
lished along lines most favorable 
to the majority of mothers.

Dimout Rules 
Covered By 
Ordinance 

Council Adopts Code To 
Provide Penalties For 
Local Violations 

Sierra Madreans generally have 
been scrupulously careful in ob¬ 
serving the new Army dimout 
regulations, according to Police 
Chief Gordon McMillan, and as 
yet no citations have been is¬ 
sued for non-compliance. This i 
does not mean, McMillan said, 
that there have been no viola¬ 
tions. On the contrary quite a 
few householders and a couple of i 
store proprietors received warn- j 
nig that they had not taken j 
proper precautions. In most 
cases the offenders did not 
thoroughly understand the regu¬ 
lations, it was explained. 

It will be different now, how¬ 
ever, for Tuesday evening the 
city council adopted, a dimout or¬ 
dinance in which was incorpor¬ 
ated the proclamation of Gen. 
John L. DeWitt. It provides that 
in addition to penalties provided 
by the Army, offenders shall be 
haled into the city court to re¬ 
ceive a fine of $300 or a three- 
months jail sentence, or both. 
The ordinance is published else¬ 
where in this issue of the NEWS. 

Police Chief McMillan waa ap¬ 
pointed light control officer of 
the Defense Council, and will 
make a report of dimout viola¬ 
tions every 15 days to the State 
Civilian Defense Board which has 
tne power lu recommend further 
penalty leading to a possible 
$5 000 fine and exclusion from the 
terriotry of the Western Defense 
Command for the duration of the 
war. 

“Tis is a time when orders have 
to be observed; the Army means 
business and will not tolerate vio¬ 
lations of the dimout ordinance," 
Mayor Schwartz said yesterday.

ernor. Olsen’s primary vote on 
both tickets here was only 307, 
he being supported by only four 
Republicans. Warren polled 258 
Democratic and 712 Republican 
votes. There are 173 registered 
voters who declined to give their 
party affiliation and were there¬ 
fore unable to vote for a candj- 
daate for governor at the pri¬ 
mary. The ftbpublican registra¬ 
tion is 1333 and the Democratic 
1328. 

Congressman Carl Hanshaw ex¬ 
pects to considerably increase the 
majority of 411 he had over J. 
O. Donovan, his Democratic op¬ 
ponent, at the primary election. 
Hinshaw’s vote in the Congres¬ 
sional district in August was the 
highest ever polled for a Con¬ 
gressional candidate in the State 
and he came very close to re¬ 
peating his previous performance 
when he captured the nomination 
of both major parties. 

Much local interest is shown in 
the candidacy of Mrs. Virginia 
Tirnberlake Steinberger, Demo¬ 
cratic Assembly candidate who, 
though trailing far behind T. 
Fenton Knight, incumbent, at the 
primary election, polled the high¬ 
est vote for that nomination in 
her hometown. 

John A. H. Sturgeon, incum¬ 
bent, and Attorney Alvin W. 
Hahn have staged a hot fight 
for justice of the peace of Mon¬ 
rovia township that has attracted 
attention throughout the county, 
being the only justiceship contest 
that was left undecided at the pri¬ 
mary election. Sturgeon led the 
field in a three-cornered primary 
contest, being closely trailed by 
Hahn.
